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INTRODUCTION 



Social scientists are focusing an increasing amount of 
attention on the social-psychological dimensions of the social 
mobility of youth. As a result, an extensive body of literature 
is accumulating on research efforts directed toward an under- 
standing and explanation of the status projections (aspirations 
and expectations) of youth for attainment in a variety of status- 
areas. One of the problems facing the growing number of re- 
searchers investigating this problem area is that relevant 
research efforts are reported in a number of different publica- 
tions representing diverse disciplines and agencies. A compre-. 
hensive listing of the rapidly expanding literature on status 
projections of youth is needed to guide researchers to sources 
of information that can be used to plan their studies and inter- 
pret their findings. This report is one of a series of three
